City Manager Cecil Longson, in- 
formed of the order, said the in- 
creases were not ag large as the 
company asked in hearings conduct- 
ed in November and December and 
would give the utility $47,500 in ad- 
ditional yearly revenue rather than 
the $69,000 requested. 

Date the rates will take effect was 
not announced. 

MINIMUM BOOSTED 

Under the new rates, minimum 
for users of less than 500 cubic feet 
of water per month was increased 
from $1.50 to $1.70. The company 
had asked that the rate be increased 
to $1.75. 

For consumers using between 500 
and 3000 cubic feet per month, the 
rate was increased from’ 25 to 29 
cents per hundred cubic feet. The 
company had asked 32 cents. 

Rates for consumers of between 
3000 and 30,000 cubic feet were in- 
creased from 22 cents 25 cents per 
hundred cubic feet, in keeping with 
@he company’s request. Rates for 
users of more than 30,000 cubic feet 
were increased from 19 cents to 20 
cents per hundred cubic feet. 

Longson said the protests regis- 
tered by the city had saved consum- 
ers a potential $21,500 per year, or 
31 per cent of the $69,000 asked for 
by the water service company.

The city’s tree-planting program 
is to begin this week in the Brook- 
dell 3 subdivision, residents of which 
were first to inform the city as to 
the types of trees they preferred.

Kendall said it was difficult to 
determine what the project would 
cost the county to maintain on an 
annual basis, since it has been in 
full operation only since January. 
He said the only definite cost that 
might be computed would be Far- 
rell’s salary of $297 monthly.

Right to Name 
NSLI Beneficiary 


The recent U. S. supreme court 
decision reaffirming a _ veteran’s 
right to choose the beneficiary of 
his national service life insurance 
despite California community prop- 
erty laws should serve as a remind- 
er to veterans in San Mateo county 
to check the beneficiary designation 
in their NSLI policies. 

This is the counsel of Floyd D. 
Granger, veterans service officer, 
who has been trying to get across to 
veterans the importance of such a 
checkup in order to avoid difficul- 
ties and even hardship on the part 
of surviving dependents in cas? 
of death. 

In the California (Stanislaus 
county) case, a veteran had des- 
ignated his parents as beneficia- 
ries of his NSLI. His widow, 
from whom he had been separat- 
ed, claimed half the insurance 
payments on the ground that the 
premiums had been paid out of 
community property. 

The California courts ruled in her 
favor, but the highest tribunal held 
that Congress intended the veter- 
an’s choice of a beneficiary to be 
binding ag far as government in- 
surance was concerned. 

While parallels to that are rare, 
Granger said, the reverse is true 
in a number of instances. Some 
veterans have married and even ac- 
quired children without taking steps 
to change the beneficiary designa- 
tion on their NSLI to their new 
dependents, he observed. 

These veterans were advised to 
call at the veterans service office 
in the courthouse, Redwood City 
for information and assistance in 
completing the necessary forms, or 
about any matters in connection 
with their NSLI.

In the event a taxpayer may 
feel he is unable to make an ac- 
curate eStimate of his income in 
advance, he should remember that 
the estimates do not have to be 
absolutely accurate. He should 
consider all the facts and circtim. 
stances he thinks will effect his 
income for the year. 

A person employed at a given 
wage or salary, may presume, in 
the absence of facts indicating the 
contrary, that his pay will continue 
unchanged during the year. 

A person who receives income 
from interest or dividends may con- 
sider, in the absence of information 
indicating a change in policy, that 
rate of income will remain unchang- 
ed throughout the year. 

Businessmen should estimate 
their probable gross income, de- 
ductions, and credits, and then file 
a declaration with all these facts in

WAY OPEN FOR NEW CHURCHES 


We are pleased to note that the Menlo Park planning com- 
mission has approved use permits for two churches—a new 
Building for Holy Trinity and an entirely new undertaking, St. 
Raymond's parish. 

The case involving the Trinity Protestant Episcopal church 
Structure projected at Laurel street and Ravenswood avenue 
was based on meeting a specific requirement in the revised 
zoning ordinance adopted last year—a requirement that mini- 
mum parking space be provided off-street at any new church 


building. The Holy Trinity property long has been put to use 
as a place of worship. 


Income from all other sources in 
excess of $100. 

Individuals who expect to have 
an income of less than $600 are not 
required to file declarations. 

Non-taxable income, such as 
old age pensions, social secufity 
benefits, and veterans pensions 
are not to be included as income. 

When husband and wife each 
have income sufficient to require 
declarations both must file. They 
may file separately or jointly. 
Whether they file one joint dec- 
laration or two separate declara- 
tions, will not affect their choice 
of filing one joint tax return or two 
separate returns at the end of the 
year. 

Declarations should be made on 
Form 1040-ES, entitled ‘Declara- 
tion of Estimated Tax.” This is a 
small printed slip, copies of which 
have been mailed to all persons 
who filed declarations last year. 
These forms may be obtained from 
the nearest internal revenue office.

List Safety Rules — 
For Kite Flying 


Kite season comes with the pre. 
vailing breezes of spring, bringing 
the urge to thousands of boys and 
girls to make and fly kites. 

It also brings an annual warning 
from Pacific Gas and Electric com- 
pany to both parents and children 
that kites falling into power lines 
can cause possible fatal injuries 
and serious property damage. The 
hazards of kite flying also apply 
to flying model airplanes. 

P. G. and E.’s code for safe kite 
flying follows: 

1. DON’T fly a kite near electric 
or trolley wires. 

.2. DON’T climb a pole to untangle 
a kite. 

3. DON’T let a kite go over radio 
or television aerials. 

4. DON’T build or buy a kite with 
metiii or wire in the frame or tail. 
5. DON’T use tinsel string, wire, 
or any kind of twine that has a 
metallic substance. Use plain cot- 
ton or linen cord. 

6. DON’T run across streets or 
highways while flying kites. 

7. DON’T touch fallen electric 
wires. Report them immediately to 
P. G. and E. 

8. DON’T fly a kite when it is 
raining. A wet string is a conduct- 
or of electricity.

proval of the project, 14 had op- 
posed it and threé had indicated 
neutrality. 

Msgr. Kennedy said the petition 
for permit concerned only the build- 
ing to be used as a place of worship 
arid a parking area, and not any 
other church activity. 

Opponents indicated belief that 
other uses would follow, with At- 
torney Kenneth MacDougall, repre- 
senting protest petition signers, as- 
serting: 

“It seems the buyer of such a 
piecé of property—11 acvres—would 
have somé long range plans.” 

MacDougall said that growth of 
the parish’ field of interest would 
lead to “more and larger public 
gatherings, destroying the secluded 
atmosphere which has made the 
area the valuable property it now 
is.” 

CITES TRAFFIC 

He also declared traffic, noise and 
annoyance to neighbors would re- 
sult from public gatherings in a 
residential area. 

Jack Hayes, a district tax admin- 
istrator for the state board of equal- 
ization, told the commission his ex- 
perience is that a church increases 
values of surrounding property. 

Hayes quoted letters from three 
bank appraisers in support of his 
contention, 

O. H. Olson, Menlo Park civic 
leader, spoke in favor of the project. 

Andrew Burke, attorney for the 
archdiocese of San Francisco, quot- 
ed rulings by the United States su- 
preme court and also by the Ohio 
state supreme court in support of 
a contention that “divine worship 
is the highest use to which a piece 
of property can be put.” 

MAP PREPARED 

The commission then recessed 
while Building Inspector J. D. Steig- 
er prepared a map showing property 
within 250 feet of the site. 

The motion to grant use permits 
to both churches was Made by City 
Attorney James T. O'Keefe Jr., ex- 
officio member of the commission. 
He said he was impressed with ar- 
guments backing the role of the 
church in a growing community. 

O’Keefe pointed out that as evi- 
dence a church does not lower prop- 
erty values, two subdivisions have 
been undertaken near the Menlo 
Park First Baptist church since its 
building was completed last sum- 
mer. 

Both permits then were granted 
by unanimous vote.
